directors of the bank. 

Headed by E. C. Wentworth, mem- 
ber of the realty firm of Whiteside & 
Wentworth, as president, the Cottage 
Grove Avenue State bank is a consoli- 
dation of the Dauphin Park bank and 
the Cottage Grove bank, effected about 
two years ago. . 

Blackmail Plot Hinted,

thought to have been a victim of a 
band of “friends” who tricked him 
into loaning bank funds on poor secur- 
ity.

He is said to have been 
abusing his wife when the son became 
enraged to the. point of murdemy, He 
was tried and sentenced to Joliet for 
twenty-five years.

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK | 


BY JANE EDDINGTON, : 
Government Cooking Bureau. 


To one who has alwaya known how 
many free government food bulletins 
the different bureaus of the govern- 
ment, such as the bureau of fisheries, 
the bureau of chemistry, the bureau 
of botany, have prepared, it always is 
a surprise to find that so few women 
know of the existence of these things. 
Of late I have had most positive evi- 
dence that many would like to know 

that this wealth of help needs just 
ch exploiting as perhaps a bit like 
this may give. 

Most of the food bulletins have beta 
distributed by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, although in some 
cases directly by the different bureaus. 
On Aug. 3 this year the secretary of 
agriculture announced that presently 
a new bureau was to be formed. 

He said: “ Ultimately I have in view 
making home economics work an in- 
dependent bureau ranking with the 


other bureaua of the department and 
placing at the head of it a woman of 
executive ability, thorough scientific 
training, and a broad and sympathetic 
understanding of what is needed to 
make such a bureau most helpful to 
the women of the country.” 


Up to now the home economics work 
of the United States department of 
agriculture has had a man as its head, 
a bachelor, and the work has devel- 
oped under him for in this announce- 
ment it says: “ Work for women has 
grown steadily in the department of 
agriculture.” In 1915 what was called 
the office of home economics was cre- 
ated as a part of the extension serv- 
ice. In this home economics work a 
great deal of attention has been given 
to studies of foods and how best to use 
them, labor saving devices for the 
home, studies of dressmaking, mate- 
rials, etc. Designed first for the farm 
women, the department hopes to help 
women of the cities as well, who, 
strangely enough, do not know s0 
much about this available help as the 
farm women.

Episcopalians Defend 
Private U.S. Schools; 


Religion Is Nocooumy 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTO 

Portiand, Ore., Sept. 19.—[Special.] | 
—A protest against legislation which | 
seeks to eliminate parochial schools; 
the offering of special prayer for the 
families of forty-seven miners. who 
died in the Argonaut mine, Jackson, 
Cal., and an appeal for the better pro- 
tection of miners; the condemnation 
of gambling devices for any purpose 
includes church philanthropies, to 
arouse the nation to act in putting a 
stop to the murder of Christians by 
the Turks marked the sessions today 
of the Episcopal convention.

The resolutions concerning the pa- 
rochial school question, which were 
adopted, were introduced by the Rev. 
A. B. Kinsolving, Baltimore, depre- 
cate attacks on private and paro- 
chial schools, and after expressing ap- 
proval of the public school system, 
continue: 

“Resolved that the general conven- 
tion expresses its abiding conviction 
that instruction in religion is an es- 
sential element in all true education, 
that schools have an indispensable part 
in our education; and: 

“That this general convention goes 
on record as depreciating and opposing 
any and all movements seeking to se- 
cure legislation, having as its natural 
reserve injury and perhaps the de- 
struction, of the church schools of our 
land.” 

The resolution on gambling, intro- 
duced by the Rev. James E. Freeman, 
Washington, D. C., which was adopted, 
condemned gambling in general as 
“reprehensible and unworthy” and 
said that concerning the church: 

“We, the representatives of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, go on rec- 
ord as condemning the use of all forms 
of gambling for philanthropic purposes 
as contrary to God's law and the law 
of the church.”

He qualified his recommendation 
of foreign peace loans with the pro- 
vision that no financia] assistance | 
should be given to foreign nations until | 
they have disarmed to a peace footing. | 

“T believe there are certain impor- | 
tant steps that should be taken by the | 
United States in helping solve the pres- 
ent great problems of the world, but | 
I wish to emphasize that the sugges- 
tions I have to offer are entirely those 
of the financier,” said the speaker. | 
“The man who acquires great wealth | 
becomes either a menace or a benefit to | 
society, according to his mental atti- 
tude. and America today occupies the 
position of the rich man Gmong na- 
tions. 

“It is my opinion that we can most 
adequately fulfill our duties to man- 
kind by rendering financial assistance 
to other nations along certain intelli- 
gent, businesslike lines I do not ad- 
vocate the donation of money, because 
nothing would be gained by such poll- 
cies. You cannot help a man by mak- 
ing a beggar of him, and no nation 
would be benefited by making it an ob- 
ject of charity. 

“TI am firmly of the opinion that the 
United States should stand ready to 
make loans to other nations which 
would be benefited by such assistance, 
provided the loans were amply safe- 
guarded as to principal and interest 
and the proceeds were used exclusively 
for constructive purposes. 

“This money should not be loaned 
until the foreign nations cut down 
their armies and navies.”’
